Tue Hon. Marshall Parks was in 
Richmond on Thursday last. He is 
President of the Chesapeake and 
Albemarle Canal Company, and was 
much surprised to find in Rich- 
mond the resolutions transmitted 
by the Legislature of North Caro- 
lina to the Legislature of Virginia. 
These resolutions simply ask from 
Virginia the same power to secure 
testimony in that State that the 
Committee has in North Carolina. 

This canal is one in which North 
Carolina, in its sovereign capacity, 
lidS a very large interest, and in 
which her citizens are vitally inter- 
ested. A publication in the Norfolk 
Landmark made two or three 
months ago, gave an astounding ex- 
hibit of the amount of produce 
shipped from North Carolina 
through the canal, and its vast in- 
fluence upon the present and future 
fortunes of the eastern section of 
this State. Yet the accounts given 
of the management of the affairs of 
the company are unsatisfactory, 
and little is officially known of its 
condition or business. It was to 
obtain this information that the res- 
olution was introduced, and the co- 
operation of Virginia sought. If it 
is all right, Mr. Parks has nothing 
to fear from the investigation. If 
wrong, then the sooner it is made, 
the better.

AN ISOLATED CASE. 

Sometime in December last, W. 
H. Williams, colored, one of the 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives in the General Assembly 
from the county of Warren, died, 
and the vacancy occasioned by his 
death was filled by the election of 
J. Williams Thorne, white Republi- 
can. Upon taking his seat as 
member of the House, Thorne de- 
clined to be qualified in the ordina- 
ry way by the oath taken upon the 
Bible, and was suffered to do so by 
appeal or affirmation. 

Sometime after taking his seat, a 
resolution was introduced into the 
House, inquiring into the right of 
the new member toa seat in that 
body, and the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections was instructed 
to investigate and report. Early 
last week, the report was made, but 
was not called up until Saturday 
last. Few seemed to have been 
aware of the nature of the charges, 
and none were prepared for the 
astounding substantiation of the 
groundsof investigation upon which 
the charges were founded. 

The principal, we believe the sole 
evidence adduced, was a pamphlet, 
published some years since by 
Thorne, and admitted by himself to 
be his own production. This pam- 
phlet was addressod to one Joseph 
Barker, an English minister, at one 
time a doubter, but who had had 
his judgment finally and fully con- 
vinced as to the truths of the Chris- 
tian faith, and with whom ‘Thorne 
had invited public controversy. The 
challenge was declined, and not to 
let the world lose the benefit of his 
opinions, they were given to the 
world in this form. 

It was read in the full length of 
its terrible enormities to a_horror- 
stricken audience. Certainly no 
such sentiments had ever been 
heard in this State by a people sim- 
ple, confiding and unsophisticated 
in their religious belief. All that 
was pure in morals, all that was 
lovely in belief, all that was tender 
by association, all that was holy, all 
that was sacred, all that was rever- 
ence, was held up to scorn and con- 
tumely. The majesty of the Al- 
mighty was biasphemed, the wis- 
dom of His decrees degraded. He 
was portrayed asa cruel God, de- 
lighting in the eternal perdition of 
the wretched creatures he had 
thrust upon existence. He was des- 
cribed as a wicked God, glorying in 
the companionship of men more 
than ordinarily seared with guilt ; 
of men whose lives were stained 
with the blood of innocence, or 
whose souls were polluted with sins 
of another kind. HE was spoken 
of as a digraced Being, making com- 
pacts with a mortal, unfair in its 
terms, and relentless in their exac- 
tion. 

The Sav.our was treated with as 
little reverence. The religion that 
he inculcated was childish and un- 
suited to the wants of mankind. 
The precepts of the Gospel did nut 
make men better or wiser. On the 
contrary, so far from being a reli- 
gion of peace, it was by Christians 
that injustice, rapine, warfare and 
murder prepogated. The most mor- 
al communities in the United States 
were Free thinkers. The most ear- 
nest advocates of human liberty 
were infidels.

The 
belief merely in a great Virst Cause 
leaves human nature to act out its 
own perfidy and untrustworthiness. 

And this is the question the 
House has to decide to-day, whether 
the accused believes in the Goa of 
the Bible, or the Philosopher's God 
of Nature.
